Quarantine.Fails to Stop 


Migration to Central 
Ohio; Grive Methods of 
Combating Destructive 
Pest 
COLUMBUS, Sept. 30.—Despite 


the combined efforts of the state 
and federal governments to check 
the spread of the European corn 
borer, the destructive insect is 
wending its way rapidly south- 
ward from the lakes region to- 
ward middle Ohio counties, state 
director of agriculture Truax told 
International News Service today. 


"The present season," declared 


director Truax, "has shown an 
unusual increase in the number 
of townships infested with the 
European corn borer." 


"By the end of the 1924 sea- 


son," he said, "the number of 
townships reported infested, as to 
September 1, 1924, will have been 
considerably more than doubled." 


Quarantine 
was declared 
in 


November, 1923, in 104 townships 
reported by scouts to be infested 
with the insect. On September 1, 
director Truax recalled, 104 addi- 
tional townships had been report- 
ed as infested, making more than

wisdom; to that in us which is a gift and not an acquisition—' 
and, therefore, more permanently enduring.
